tery that seems impossible to solve sur- 
rounds the tragedy that ended the lives 
of Louis H. Worley, formerly of St. 
Louis, and his bride of less than a week 
at their home near Redmond, this coun- 
ty. It was either a double murder or 
murder and suicide. 

If both were murdered it is believed 


that the motive was other than robbery, 
for it is hardly conceivable that robbers 
would have killed two in the hope of 
getting anything of value in the home 
of a farmer, prosperous though he was 
known to be. But there is uo known 
reason why the young husband should 
have killed his bride and himself. 

Young Worley came here some time 
ago from St. Louis, bought a farm, and 
set about improving it. He said that 
he was born in the Missouri city, and 
had lived there nearly all his life. He 
had some money when he came here, 
hought one of the best tracts of land 
in the county, and has apparfently - been 
successful and prosperous. He had no 
néar neighbors, but was. on friendly 
' terms with those who lived in ‘his vi- 
cinity.

An investigation disclosed the charréd 
body ef the bride in the ruins of the 
home, while the body of Worley, a bul- 
let wound in the temple, was found in 
the barn. . 

The woman's body was so badly 
burned that it was impossible to say 
if she had suffered violence before her 
— The double tragedy ‘apparently 

took place late Saturday night because 
the burning house would have been seen 
in the daytime or early evening. 

‘A Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict 
in the case of the woman, deciding that 
Geath was accidental. No inquest has 
been held yet on the body of Worley. 
Opinion is @ivided as to the tragedy, 
but the accident theory is generally dis- 
credited.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 18.—For 
whipping Bessie Sturgeon, a 15-year-old 
girl, an inmate of the Gerinan Protest- 
ant Orhpans’.Home, until the biood 
streamed down her back, leaving cruel 
lacerations of the flesh that will show 
scars for many a day, Henry Roesener, 
superintendent of the home, has been 
arrested on charges brought by the In- 
dianapolis Humane Society. The case 
was continued unti! May 27. 

“Had the offender been the Mayor of 
the city or the Governor of the State,” 
said President Charlies A. Pfafflin of 
the society, “it would have made no 
difference—we would have taken the 
same action. The matter came to us 
unlooked for, but that a speaks for 
itself. 

‘The phetograph does not show the 
severity of the punishment, for it was 
not taken until nearly 48 hours after 
the whipping. Even in that time the 
wounds had begun to heal, which is 
only natural in a young and healthy 
child, such as this girl.’ 

Seventeen distinct stripes were found 
across the girl’s back and shoulders, five 
of them being Jacerations of the akin. It 
1s charged that the beating was admin- 
istered because the girl was accused of 
being impudent. Roesener’s wife is the 
matron of the home. 

White the matron was absent, Bessie 
Sturgeon and Augusta Soult, another 
inmate of the institution, left the place 
and made their way to the home of 
Humane Inspector Merrill, at 1117 Lin- 
den street, where they told Mrs. Mer- 
rill of their troubles, and of the beat- 
ing the girl said Roesener had inflictea 
on her. Mrs. Merrill was sympathetic. 
When she examined the girl's back she 
was indignant. She called for her hus- 
band, who took the girls to the office of’ 
Dr. Charies A. Pfafflin, a member of 
the Humane Society.

The Constitution of Missouri pro- 
vides that all indictments shall con- 
clude “against the peace and dignity 
of the State.” In State vs. Camp- 
bell, 210 Mo., 202, decided last year, 
the indictment concluded, “against 
the peace and dignity of state,” 
‘omitting the article ‘‘the,’’ and for 
this omission the indictment was held 
bad, as not “indicating the power or 
authority against which the facts 
charged in the body of the indict- 
ment censtitute an offense.’’

Fermer Judge Spencer said: ‘‘The de- 
cision has ample authority, both in the 
previous decisions of this State and in 
the decisions of many other states.

STOCK YARDS LEASES WITH 
EXCLUSIVE CLAUSE UPHELD 


Company Seeks to Oust Dealers 
Said to Do Business at 
Nearby Market. 


The clause in National Stockyards 
leases prohibiting lessees from engag- 
ing in business at any other stockyards 
within 30 miles of Bast St. Louis was 
held valid in a ruling by Judge F. M. 
Wright of the United States Circuit 
Court in the suit of the Stockyards 
company against the Guyton-Harrington 
Mule Ce., J. D. Guyton and W. R. Har- 
rington. 

It is alleged that the Guyton-Harring- 
ton Co., which has a five-year lease on 
National Stockyards stables, owns a 
majority interest in the new stock yards 
recently established across the street 
from the National by the Walcott, Beers 
& Grant Horse and Mule Co. of Kansas 
City. 

The National sued to oust Guyton and 
Harrington on the 80-mile clause, and 
also asked $50,000 damages. The de- 
fendants demurred on the ground that 
the clause was in restraint of trade. 
Judge Wright overruled the demurrer 
Monday, and the suit went to trial 
Tuesday on the question of whether the 
defendants actually own an interest in 
the new yards.

Néed for More Viaducts Over Mill 
Creek Valley Is Shown 
by Travilla. 

The need for more viaducts over the 
Mill Creek Valley is fllustrated at the 
Grand avenue bridge, one of the im- 
portant traffic hic nways between North 
and South St. Louis, which is partly 
closed for repaving.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Crippled and in 


“inancial difficulties, and from notes 
found in his pocket, misunderstood by

The 
revolver with which he had shot him- 
self was found in a holster in his hip 
rocket. One cartridge was exploded, 
and it was apparent that Ralph, after 
firing the bullet into the region of his 
heart, had put the weapdn in the holster 
aud placed it in’ his pocket. Then he 
walked to Beck’s store. 

Ambulance Surgeon: Wellbury, after a 
hasty examination of the wound over 
Ralph’s heart, said it was mortal, and 
hurried the patient to the hospital. 
There it was found he had lost so much 
Liood that it was almost impossible for 
him to recover, even though the bullet 
had not found a vital spot. 

Ralph had never been strong, and he 
felt the world was against him because | 
of his deformity. He lived with his 
mother, Isabella Ralph, in the Greene 
avenue house.

“REPEATERS” DON’T MEAN BAD 
SCHOOL WORK, BLEWETT HOLDS 


Superintendent Says Educators Are 
Not Agreed on Significance 


of Statistics. 

Supt. Blewett of the St. Louis public 
schools said Tuesday that educators 
were not agreed as to the significance 
of statistics on the number of “repeat- 
ers’’ in the schools as a test of school 
efficiency. 

Statistics compiled by the Russell Sage 
Foundation, as told in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, showed that St. Louis 
had last year 7415 “‘repeaters,”’ meaning 
that 10.9 per cent of all the school- 
children had to take the work of some 
grade for a second year. Of 5 cities 
covered by this report, , the percentage 
in St. Louis ranks ele enth from the 
highest. 

” ‘Repeating,’ or rétariiation, as it is 
more generally called, * daid Supt. Blew- 
ett, “is due to séveral causés. Sick- 
ness is a principal cause, and migration 
from one place to another, or from one 
part of the city to another, is another 
cause. Then, too, there are a certain 
number of children whose natural dull- 
ness keeps them from being able to do 
the work ordinarily required of children. 

“The endeavor of all educators is to 
hold the percentage of retardation 
down, but, owing to different methods 
of computation in the different cities, 
it is a question how accurate a com- 
parison can be made. I do not know 
where the Sage/Foundation got its St. 
Louts figures, or whether they are ac- 
curate.”

At the Deer Street Station he charged 
Cummings with resistance, but in his 
report to the Chief of Police he negiects 
to do this. In his report to Lieut.

400, BAKERIES CLOSE, BREAD

DIAMONDS 
UND NEW 
ARKANSAS FIELD 


How the diamond fever has seized the 
residents of Pike County and adjoin- 
ing regions in Southwest Arkansas, was 
told by Prof. W. E. McCourt of Wash- 
ington University in his lecture at the 
Academy of Science on ‘‘Arkansas Dia. 
monds.’’ 


“Since the discoveries there,’’ said 


Prof. McCourt to a large audience at 
the academy building Monday aight, 
“the people have gone diamond mad. 
“Every.man who picks up a pebble in 


the road wants to have it examined, 
to see whether it may not be a precious 
gem. There has been a rush of people 
to the fields, and the population of 
Murfreesboro has doubled within a 
year. 

*‘People outside of Arkansas are prone 
not to take that State very seriously, 
and the name of Pike County does not 
seem to add to the public willingness to 
believe in the diamond deposits. 

“But geologists are well aware of the 
mineral richness and geological variety 
of Arkansas, and they are aware also 
that the soil of Pike County contains 





blue clay like that of the De Beers 
diamond field in South Africa.’’ 


600 Diamonds Have Been Found. 

Prof. McCourt described his recent 
visit to the field, which, he said; had # 
thus far beeh worked only in a crude 
way. The deepest shaft which has been 
sunk is 30 feet deep. There is reason, 
Prof. McCourt said, to believe that dia- 
monds will be found at a much greater 
depth. 

He said 600 diamonds had thus far 
been found in Pike County, the largest 
6% karats, and the average size half a 
karat. Thus far, the proprietors of 
such mines as have been started have 
trusted to the honesty of their em- 
ployes, and there has been none of the 
daily searching of employes which is a 
part,of the routine of the South Afri- 
can mines.

Whether the rallroads should build 
and own their approaches to the free 
brit=e, or whether the bridge is com- 
pleted without any railroad approaches, 
theve is no ground for fear of legal en- 
tanglements, in the opinion of Mayor 
Kreismann. 

In his message to the Municipal As- 
sembly, Mayor Kreismann gave figures 
from the report of Boller and Hodge, 
the engineers, to show that if the ap- 
proaches are built at the expense of the 
city they will cost, with the land on 


which they are to stand, about $3,000,- 


000 more than the $3,500,000 the people 
authorized to be spent on the whole en- 
terprise. 

‘To the Municipal Assembly, Mayor 
Kreismann left the decision as to 
whether or not the railroad approaches 
shall be built with public money. If 
the city provides these entries for the 
railroads, the additional] $3,000,000 will 
have to be raised either by drafts upon 
the municipal revenue or through an- 
ether issue of bends. 

In order that the questions of law 
and policy involved in the municipal ad- 
ministration’s present plans, regarding 
the bridge, might be answered for the 
benefit of the public, the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday presented to Mayor Kreismann 
and Comptroller Taussig these pertinent 
inquiries: 

Three Pertinent Questions. 

1. If the railroads should contribute 
the approaches, how is joint ownership 
to be adjusted under an amendment 
which provides for a free municipal 
bridge? 

2. Is it legal to begin to build a struc- 
ture without provisions for an essential 
specified part of it? 

$ If the people should refuse to vote 
the additional bonds for the railroad ap- 
proaches, what effect would the building 
of only a part of the bridge have on 
the bonds? 

“When the city has completed the 
railroad and highway spans across the 
river,” said Mayor Kreismann, in an- 
swer to the first qtiestion, “the require- 
ments of the amendment will have been 


- gatiefied. Anything in adidtion will need | 
'. gpecial authorization and special finan- 


clering. The building of the approaches 
co the bridge wu not give the railroads 
afy part in the ownership of the 
structure. There will be a definite be- 
ginning and ending of the railroads’ 
ownership and control. The city will 
have and manage that part of the bridge 
on which the public funds are expended 
and the railroads will have that part 
their money purchased. 

“There is no doubt as to the city’s 
right to authorize the construction of 
the bridge, even without the money nec- 
essary to its completion.

But the Municipal As- 
sembly may, however, direct that a 
bridge with railroad approaches shall be 
built. The next step then will be the 
provision of necessary money.

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GEORGE MEREDITH 
S DEAD AFTER A 
aD DAYS ILLNESS 


LONDON, May 18.——George Meredith, 
the English novelist, died at 3:35 this 
morning of heart failure, following grave 
symptoms that developed early in the 
evoning. Mr. Meredith’s Illness began 
May 15 and he had steadily declined 
since that time. 

Mr. Meredith was out for his dally 
drive at his Box Hill retreat on Sat- 
urday morning, in a little donkey chaise. 
A keen east wind was blowing and it 
appears to have given him a chill. He 
returned home in a state of collapse with 
serious attacks of pain in the intestinal 
region. 

The King’s physician, Sir Thomas Bar- 
low, was called {nto consultation and it 
was hoped that in spite of his great 
age the patient would rally. This hope 
was not rnaintained fer any great length 
of time, as the internal inflammation 
developed rapidly. 

George Meredith was born in Hamp- 
shire Feb. 12, 182. He was educated 
partially tn Germany and was brought 
up to the law, which he quitted for lit- 
erature, 

His first “‘peems” appeared in 1851 and 
were followed in rapid successions by 
nevels and additional poems and bal- 
lads. “Diana ef the Crossways’ was 
published in 188, and “One of Our Con- 
querors” in 189. “Lord Ormont and His 
Aminta” appeared in the summer of 
1894, and was followed in 1895 by ‘‘The 
Amazing Marriage,” which is supposed 
to introduce as hero the late Robert 
Louis Stevenson. 

In 1893 appeared “The Empty Purse,” 
a volume of poems, and in the autumn 
of that year Mr. Meredith was elected 
pregident of the Incorporated Society of 
Authors iv succession to Lord Tenny- 
son.

REFORM THE LEGISLATURE. 

The session of the State Legislature which was 
brought to a clo#® Monday cost the Missouri tax- 
payers $452,000. It was an extravagant legisla- 
ture. Its expenses could have been reduced one- 
third without neglecting any of the work neces- 
sary to be done. 

Not only was the legislature expensive, but it 
was inefficient. One searches the record in vain 
for legislation which justifies such expenditure. 
No progressive laws of importance and real 
value were enacted. On the contrary, many 


|}measures the passage of which would have 


marked progress and would have contributed 
to the public welfare, were defeated. The best 
bills were defeated. Only unimportant measures 
succeeded. Narrow partisanship governed both 
houses, Instead of competing in good work, the 
Senate and House fexced for party advantage.. 

The prohibition resolution failed through dis- 
agreement. Principle was thrust aside and hon- 
est convictions were ignored. Needed regulative 
laws which would have met the demands of pub- 
lic opinion were neglected. In this respect the 
Legislature utterly failed to do its plain duty. 

All measures looking to the reform of taxa- 
tion, which is the paramount need of the State, 
were defeated. With a deficient revenue, the 
State must hobble along with its old, unjust 
and indefensible methods of taxation. 

Home rule fell between the partisan fencers of 
both houses. 

No legislation affecting public service corpora- 
tions was adopted. The excellent measure pro- 
viding a State Public Utility Commission, urged 
by Gov. Hadley, was defeated. He could not 
even induce the Senate to adopt an anti-pass bill. 

The banking laws which sadly need, amend- 
ment, were untouched. ; 

The Municipal Court bill, providing a much- 
needed reform for §t. Louis, demanded by the 
people, failed. 

Only minor revenue measures promising slight 
relief from the treasury shortage were passed. 

The session was a lamentable failure, distin- 
guished by a conspicuous lack of statesmanship. 


|Party and personal considerations wholly ob- 


scured the public view. Both parties are respon- 
sible for the failure. The meager results of the 
session should admonish the voters of the State 
to be more careful in the selection of legislators. 
The reform Missouri needs more than any other 
is a reform of the General Assembly.

When, next October, St. Louis cele- 

brates the hundredth anniversary of its 

incorporation as a town, it will have a 

larger background of history than most 

of the Western cities can claim. De- 

train, New Orleans, Mackinaw and a 

few places in New Mexico and Arizona 

were settled earlier, but for the aver- 
age city on the Alleghaaies’ sunset side, 

a century ago is antiquity. Settled in 

1764 as a fur-tradifig outpost, in the 

Franco-Spanish days, it was a fur-trad- 

ing outpost in 1809, when it received its 

charter as a town. It had 1000 inhab- 
itants. That was six-years after Bona- 
parte handed over to Jefferson the 

Louisiana province, extending from the 

Mississippi to the Rocky Mountains, the 

centennial of which was marked by a 

World’s Fair at St. Louis in 1904. 

In the pelitical and industrial history 
of the United States, St. Louis has 
borne a conspicuous part. It was the 
starting point for Lewis and Clark on 
their exploring expedition of 1804-06 from 
the mouth of the Missouri to the mouth 
of the Columbia, which gave the United 
States one of the claims by which, 
in 1846, we gained all the region between 
the northern line of Spain’s prevince of 
California and Puget Sound. Pike, 
Long, Fremont and other path blazers 
of the wilderness, whose deeds fill a 
thrilling chapter in American annals, 
had St. Louis as a base of operations. 
From 8t. Louis in 1319 went Austin, who 
obtained from Spain the privilege of 
establishing an American colony in 
Spain’s territory of Texas. Thus was 
started the chain of influences which 





M. Harvey, in Leslie’s 


freed Texas from Mexico at the battle 


of San Jacinto in 1836, and annexed it 
to the United States in 1845. This 
brought on the war of 1846 between 
Mexico and the United States, which 
placed the stars and stripes over New 
Mexico and California in 1848. St. Louis 
may be said to have been the eastern 
end of the Santa Fe, the Oregon, the 
California and the Mormon trails, over 
which trade and colonization flowed 
into the valleys of the Pecos, the Rio 
Grande, the Columbia and the Sacra- 
mento rivers and the Salt Lake basin 
long before the railways made their 
advent in those regions. 

After being successively under three 
flags—those of Spain, France and Amer- 
ica—in its early days, St. Louis in 1861 
seemed for a few months to be in dan- 
ger of going under another flag—the 
stars and bars. 





THE OWNERS OF NEW YORK. 
From the New York World. 

That all the land in New York City 
is owned by less than 100,000 persons is 
the astonishing estimate quoted with 
approval by President Hurdy of the 
tax department. According to this es- 
timate only one person in every seven 
registered voters in New York is a land 
owner. Of every nine families of five 
persons each only one owns land. Of 
every 1000 of the population only 2 are 
jand owners. Taking the country as % 
whole, the conditions are very different 
from those in New York City. Nearly 
half the families in the United States 
live in their own homes. The percent- 
age is only 26 in New York State, but 
it is 48 in Maine, & in Iowa and 59 in 
Seuth Dakota, For every four voters in 
the country there is one family living 
on its own farm and one living in Its 


‘own village or city home. The high 


proportion of non-land owners in New 
York is due to the shape of the city, 
the consequent high cost of land and 
the increase of huge tenement and fiat 
buildings. But three factors are now 
increasing the number of land owners:
